Response to Arguments 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 USC 102 & 103 

Regarding claim 1 , the examiner agrees with the applicant that "A", which is a 
constant, does not read on the claim limitation, "a function having a predetermined 
slope.", but it does not mean that Kim fails to read on this claim limitation. Kim states 
Bm= Xm +A (Fig. 6, col. 5, lines 10-13), and Bm can be a function that has a variable, 
"Xm" and a constant, "A". Since the variable Bm value can change when Xm values 
changes, the predetermined slope can be the value, "1" disclosed in Kim. So, the 
rejection of claim 1 cannot be withdrawn. For the same reason, claim 8 cannot be 
withdrawn. The rejection of dependent claims 2-7 and 9-13 cannot also be withdrawn. 

Regarding claim 5, Kim does not fail reading on the claim limitations. Kim states 
Bm= Xm +A (Fig. 6, col. 5, lines 10-13), and Bm can be a function that has a variable, 
"Xm" and a constant, "A". Since the variable Bm value can change when Xm values 
changes, the predetermined slope can be the value, "1" disclosed in Kim. So, the 
rejection of claim 5 cannot be withdrawn. For the same reason, claim 1 1 cannot be 
withdrawn.
